(Text) The Southern African development co-ordination summit conference 
yesterday concluded its one-day ministerial meeting in Salisbury with 
agreement on the establishment of priority transport and communications 
projects that were “the key to the strategy of economic liberation”. 
A communique listed these generally as: 
~-Rehabilitation of all existing transport and communication facilities. 
~~Esctablishment of telecommunications and civil aviation infrastructures. 


--New road, rail, air and like transport systems where feasibility studies 
had already been completed. 


~-Peasibility studies for further additions to the infrastructures for e 
regional road, rail, internal marine, air and shipping facilities. 


A provisional list of specific project proposals will be put to the Maputo 
meeting of the conference on November 27-28, when funding will be sought 
from Eastern, Western and Arab bloc development agencies. 


Invited 

Most “well-to-do” countries had been invited to the Maputo meeting, the 
conference chairman, Mr P. S. Mmuei, Minister of Finance and Development 
Planning for Botewana, said at a Press conference last night. 


He was unable to name specific countries invited but admitted that “very 
many” countries would be at the Maputo meeting. 


A conference communique detailed other areas of discussion at yesterday's 
meeting as: 








~=Regional food security and agricultural development, 


~-Control of foot-and-mouth disease. In this regard, the communique said, 
Zimbabwe had been tavited to convene "in the near future”, a meeting of 
the directora of all nine member states’ veterénary services. 


--Agricultural research in semi-arid tropics. 


~=Technical co-operation in the field of soil conservation and land utilisa- 
tion. In thie epgard, Ministers noted the intention of the Zimbabwean Gov- 
ernment to res gn from the Southern African Regional Commission for the 
Conservation end Utilisation of the Soil which had its headquarters in Pre- 
torta, 


The feasibilicy of setting up a similar organisation to serve the nine 
member states woud be assessed at a especial meeting yet to be announced. 


Also under diecussion yesterday were the setting up of a Southern African 
development fund and the estab. ishment of a centre for Southern African 
studies, the communique said. 


Leadership, Goodwiil Needed 
Salisbury THE HEALD in English 13 Sep 80 p 7 


(Text) The nine-nation group of Southern African States needs “a lot of 
political will” and good leadership among the governments and people charged 
with implementing set projects to achieve their objectives. 


This ia the opinion of the chairman of the steering committee of the South- 
ern African Development Co-ordination Conference, Tanzanian High Commis- 
sioner to London, Mr Amon Neekela, who left Zimbabwe yesterday after a 
ministerial session of the conference in Salisbury. 


“We cannot afford to fail,” he said, “but that does require a lot of politi- 
cal will. We will need good leadership among the governments themselves 
and the people who will be entrusted with the work to see that the movement 


goes forward. 


The decision by Zimbabwe, Mozambique, Tanzrnia, Zambia, Botswana, Angola, 
Malawi, Lesotho and Swaziland to work towards economic liberation and in- 
ter-state co-operation was “one of the most exciting experiments in the 
history of this region”. 


“It ie not enough to be politically independent. Political independence 
must be backed by economic independence. This is an area where we must 
eucceed,” said Mr Neekela. 


supported the views expressed by the Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, against 
begging. “Thies ie exactly the message we need. This is exactly the mes- 
sage we all expected”. 














Mr Neekela believes Southern African States have the potential to produce 
anything, and that the Prime Minieter was right in reminding the group that 
it was a diegrace to continue behaving like beggars. 


He is also convinced that the Salisbury conference, a follow-up to the Lu- 
saka agreement of March, achieved tangible results. 


"lL think it was a very successful meeting. It certainly demonstrated that 
the movement is growing from strength to strength." 


Support for Mr Mugabe's sentiments was also expressed by Miss Lombe Chi- 
besakunda, a member of the steering committee and Zambia's High Commissioner 
to London. 


She thought the Prime Minister was correct in criticising Africa's pre- 
dilection for begging “because most of the (financing agencies) now tended 
to be not so generous with funds, hence the need to look to ourselves". 


The two ambassadors confirmed the Salisbury meeting had not reached final 
agreement on the subjects of industrialisation and a development fund. 


"They are very complex subjects and more work is needed before a final 
strategy is adopted,” said Miss Chibesakunda. 


Finance and banking experts from the nine countries are expected to have 


talks on industrialisation and the development fund, possibly before the 
Maputo session of the conference in November. 


Ac that meeting the nine States hope to convince international financiers, 
such as the International Monetary Fund, the group's need for financial 
assistance. 

The States particularly want their development strategy in industry to en- 
compass trade arrangements whereby those countries in the region with a 
greater capacity for production will sell to their less developed neighbours. 


The efforts of the nine States are in line with the Lagos Plan of Action, 
worked out in April, for Africa's economic liberation. 


The plan hinges crucially on the success of regional co-operation before 
moves towards continental co-ope:.tion can be launched.

CHURCH OF APOSTLES BISHOP RAPS CATHOLIC BISHOPS' APPEAL 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 5 Sep 80 pp 1, 6

[Text] The recent appeal made to government by two Catholic Bishops for 
the release of all political prisoners has come under sharp attack from 
Bishop J. Samuel Browne of the United Church of the Apostles, Inc, on 
Bushrod Island, Monrovia, 


He eaid it wae Biblically unethical for ministers of the Gospel to call 
upon government to free political prisoners because “as followers of 
Christ, it is not the duty of ordained ministers of the Gospel to get 
involved in politics and incite the public to perform diabolic acts," 


Speaking in an interview over the weekend at his Church, Bishop Browne 
said, “it is the responsibility of the ministers of the Gospel to stand 
on guard and watch over the lives of the masses or congregation as well 
ae the state,” 


Citing Biblical verses, the Bishop said when a Christian minister saw his 
flock move towards temptation, it was his responsibility to warn them and 
win them back to the fold through teaching and prayers. 


A priest, he noted, gust stand like a soldier to guide his members away 
from the falee teaching of those who deceive and mislead the weak, calling 
them “leopards in sheep's skin." 


Bishop Browne stressed that “Biblical ethics do not allow ordained ainis- 
tere of the Gospel to talk foolishness in order to bring about disharmony 


among the people of our country." 


He maintained that the eight-point appeal made to government by Catholic 
Bishops Michael Kpakala Francis and Boniface Nyema Dalieh was unethical, 
noting that “although it is our duty ae Gospel ministers to visit those 
in prison, and if need be, to make requests to the authorities on their 
behalf, thie gust be done honestly, obediently and faithfully.”

The Bishop described the clergy as 4 watchdog of a nation who sought the 
interest and welfare of individuals or group in need of both spiritual 
and mterial assistance, 


Ae ministers of the Gospel, it is our duty to see to it that the sick and 
the prisoners are visited, followed by meeting with those in authority and 
preaching the ord of God to them with the aim of convincing them, "You 
my request or appeal honestly and spiritually for the release of a 
brother in prison," 


"Where were Che Catholic Bishops when Gabriel Baccus Matthews and others 
were jailed and their political party banned? Are they not children of 
Cod? Were their actions to talk for the human and constitutional rights 
of the @ieses wrong at that time?" the Bishop asked, 


Lone luding, Bishop called on all churches in the country to pray for the 
eafety and success of the new regime and “not to institute politics among 
brothers, sisters, friends, neighbours and co-workers of the nation." 


‘wo weeks ago, the Catholic Bishops made it clear to government that it 
was the duty of the church to provide "guidelines and offer concrete 
suggestions towards the establishment of sound social, economic, cultural 


and political state of affairs in line with the deepest understanding of 
mn,” 


in s joint Pastoral Letter read in Catholic Churches throughout the coun- 
try on Sunday, August 10, Bishops Francis and Dalieh called the government 
to grant amnesty to all political prisoners, lift the curfew immediately, 
set a time-table for a return to civilian rule, and hand over security 
operations to the police force “which is trained in the business of law 
and order,”

SHORTAGES OF BABY FOOD, ESSENTIAL GOODS TO EASE 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 1 Sep 80 p 6 


(Text) Worries over the shortage of baby foods by nursing mothers will 
soon be over by the arrival early this month of a shipment of Nestle 
baby foods, 


This was revealed over the weekend by the management of the Bazzi Brothers 
import and Export Corporation in Monrovia, 


Other essential commodities, such as soap, canned fish and electrical and 
household appliances, among others, shortage of which have equally caused 
concern in the country, are expected to also arrive soon, 


The general manager of the corporation, Mr. Ghazi Bazzi, said the recent 
shortage of some basic commodities on the local market was due to the 
delay in shipment by shipping lines. 


He said another factor was the refusal of overseas companies to accept 
previous negotiations until banking institutions provided facilities to 
conduct importation operations, 


Mr. Bazzi said that following the April 12 coup, some benking establish- 
ments in the country gave major business companies “necessary facilities” 
for smooth operation of business. 


He said the re-instatement of his corporation's previous facilities by 
banks and overseas companies provided a climate to continue normal opera- 
tions through which the forthcoming shipment was made possible. 





On the quantity of supplies expected, the general manager said the consign- 
ment was “enough to cope with the need" of the Liberian people. 


He said a business delegation from London, England, recently met with Bazzi 
management in an effort to get food importation in “full swing." 


Mr. Bazzi said from talks held, there was no need for any mijor delay in 
the future and expressed the hope that the re-instatement of companies by 
local banks would continue in order "to get the economy moving."

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TEKERE GUARDS’ BALL TERMS EASED

[Text ) With police permission, the seven bodyguards of Cabinet Minister 
Mr Edgar Yekere may leave the Salisbury house to which they have been 
confined while on bail on allegations of murder and attempted murder. 


A judge gave thie ruling after it had been argued that there was no scope 
for entertrainment at the house in Alderson Avenue, St Martins. 


An application to vary the bail of the seven bodyguards was made at the 
High Court in Salisbury before Sir Hugh Beadle on Thureday. 


In a judgment yesterday Sir Hugh eaid the application was to allow the men 
to move freely within a radius of 20 km of Salisbury Post Office. 


He pointed out that he could not alter the bail conditions unless some new 
circumstances came to light. 


One of the grounds of the application was that there was no provision for 
entertainment at the St Martine house, as the area to which the men were 
confined was not large. 


The State argued that there had been no alteration to the house since the 
order was made, 


While agreeing with this submission, Sir Hugh pointed out it was an accepted 
principle of the law that a prisoner awaiting trail should be allowed the 
maximum liberty consistent with the satisfaction of the State that he will 
pregent himself for trial on the due date. 


"One does not want anv conditions of bail to bear unduly hardly on uncon- 
victed prisoners. . . judge said.
